he confession of Marcus Crahan, the 
eounterfeiter arrested at the Delmar race- 
track, places him at -the head of the clever 
counterfeiters with whom the secret service 
department has had to deal in many years, 
according to.the statement of Chief John 
E. Wilkie, to whom Crahan mdde the con- 
-fession. With the skill of a secret service 
man, Crahan covered all his tracks, so well, 
he thought, that it would be impossible to 
arrest him, but he reckoned not with the 
men with whom he had to deal. 

By Crahan's confession, Chief Wilkie 
learned that he was entirely alone in the 
making and passing of the notes. This is 
unusual, as it is seldom a man is found 
passing the counterfeit money which he has 
made. Crahan had no previous criminal! 
history. ' 

Crahan was taken before Judge Adams 
in the United States District Court Friday 
morning, where he announced his willing- 
ness to plead guilty. He stated, however, 
that he would not do so until he ’had con- 
sulted his attorney. The court gave him 
until Saturday to make his plea. 

Thursday Chief Wilkie explained to Cra- 
han the evidence which the secret service 
investigations had developed. He explained 
that the government had in its possession 
the Inks used by him, had located the room 
where he worked, at the same time giving 
bint an explanation of his every movement, 
@o that Crahan coulda not help but be cer- 
taimethat the government knew nearly the 

f of the notes. 

' Confronted with the evidence and asked 
Whether or not he wished to continue to 
“buck” the government or did he wish to 
make a full confession and take advan- 
tage of the good will of the men who would 
prosecute him, Crahan finally broke down 
and said he would tell all. The confession. 
which was later stated orally by Chief 
Wilkie, shows: 

Crahan was a photo-engraver in Provi- 
Gence, R. I. In April, 1903, he began 
experimenting with making a $10 note. 
After much labor he perfected the set 


of plates and printed seventy or ej 
of the notes. f this number dbout cat 
ty were satisfactory. and these he passed 
in the New England states. He was so 
successful that he decided to try his 
hand at $100 notes, realizing in the race- 
racks a good place to get rid of notes 
of late denomination. It was in No- 
vember, 1903. that he started making the 
100 notes. He found this an extremely 
ifficult experiment, for the reason that 
t was necessary to make five plates.

SHOT WOMAN, THER 
JUMPED TO DEAT 


Former Detroit Official Plunged From 
Eleventh Story of Building After 
Wounding Sweetheart. 


HIS LOVE HAD COST HIS JOB 


Infuriated, He Attempted Vainly to 
Hurl Her Through Window to the 
Awful Death He Met Later. 


DETROIT, Mich., June 23.—Charles A. 
Swayse, employed by a life ineurance com- 
pany and former assistant superintendent 
of the Detroit House of Correction, today 
shot Miss Effie Alvord twice while the 
couple were in a private office in the com- 
pany’s suite on the eleventh floar of the 
Chamber of Commerce: building, and then 
jumped from the window himself. 

He was picked up and died as he was 
carried into the lobby of the building. 
Miss Alvord was shot in the neck and 
wrist, but not fatally hurt, it is reported, 
at Harper Hospital. 

Before he fired the shots, Swayse tried to 
hurl the woman through the window, but 
she averted this by a desperate struggle. 

Miss Alvord drove up to the Chamber of 
Commerce building in an automobile about 
11 o'clock, accompanied by a man. §he 
went to the eleventh floor, and, entering 
the office of the life insurance company, 
asked to have a private interview with Mr. 
Swayse. 

She was shown into a small private of- 
fice fronting on the State street side of the 
building, where Swayse joined her, shut- 
ting and locking the door. 

In a few moments the other persons in 
the office heard a struggle, then screams 
which were followed in quick succession by 
several pistol shots. Manager McCall of 
the agency rushed against the door of the 
private room and broke it open. 

Miss Alvord was prostrate on the floor, 
her hair disheveled and her waist torn. 
There were wounds in her neck and wrist. 

Through the open window Mr. McCall 
could see Swayse’s hands clutching the 
window ledge. They were in view for only 
a moment. Then Swayse let go and his 
body went whirling down through the air. 


It hit several wires and turned over twice, 
striking on the face and chest. 

A bullet wound in his nose showed that 
he had also shot himself before taking the 
plunge. 

There was just a breath in the body when 
it was picked up and that flickered out 
before it had been carried into the Cham- 
ber of Commerce lobby. 

Meanwhile physicians in the building had 
becn summoned to the insurance office to 
attend. Miss Alvord. They found her 
wounds are not fatal. 

Miss Alvord is an employe of a sew- 
ing machipé company, but worked at 
the house of correction when Swayse 
was assistant superintendent there. Her 
home is said to be at Saginaw, Mich. 

Occupants of a building across the 
street from the Chamber of Commerce 
say that they heard screams from ine 
Chamber of Commerce building, and, 
looking out, saw Swayse attempt to 
throw Miss Alvord out of the window. 

Her head and shoulders were across 
the ledge and she was fighting desper- 
ately. 

Then the couple disappeared from the 
window and the shots were heard fol- 
lowed by Swayse’s plunge to death. 

A letter written by Swayse was found, 
which, it is said, explains the tragedy. 
It is alleged that the letter says Miss 
Alvord, and Swayse had been sweet- 
hearts, that the intimacy was responsi- 
ble for Swayse’s losing his position at 
the house of correction, and that Miss 
Alvord had been “hounding him.”

This, in effect, will the invitation 
given to all Fair visitors beginning Mon- 
day, when 75 automatic coin-slot turnstiles 
will in operation at the various Fair 
entrances for the first time.

The new turnstiles will not 
of employes in the admissions 
partment, but they are expected make 
a great saving in the expense of printing 
tickets and keeping check on admission 
receipts.

T door of Mr. Gowan’s room was found 
locked, and as nobody suspected that the 
sound could have come from his room, no 
attempt was made to enter. 

t was concluded that the sound might 
thhave been made by the explosion of a fire 
cracker outside somewhere, and the po- 
Heeman went away. 

Mrs. Moorman could not sleep, and two 
hours later she aroused Mrs. Mason and 
told her she believed the shot had come 
from Mr. Gowan's room. There was no 
Tesponse to knocks, and the door was 
forced and Mr. Gowan was found sitting 
in the rocking chair dead, with the re- 
volver beside him.

Service Secured While in Chicago— 


Charged He Is Conneced With 
Lumber Pirates. 


CHICAGO, June 24.—United States Sen- 
ator Thomas C. Platt of New York ind 
J. Platt Underwood of Chicago were made 
defendants in a $3,000,000 damage suit filed 
here yesterday by James Donovan, a Chi- 
cago attorney, who is the surviving mem- 
ber of the lumber firm of Donovan & Co., 
a corporation doing business in Wisconsin 
and Michigan. 

Donovan asserts that Platt and Wnder- 
wood, who are officials of the Tioga 
Manufacturing Co., cut $3,000,000 worth of 
timber off Donovan's lands in Wisconsin 
and Michigan, when they had no title to 
the land. — 

Donovan's partner, Baker, whoze hers 
are co-plaintiffs in the suit, died in New 
York about 10 years ago. It w as three or 
four years after Baker's death tbnr the 
alleged fraud by which Baker's widow and 
children are declared to have suffered, was 
discovered. 

When seen today Mr. Underwood de 
clared that Donovan's talk of illegal cut- 
ting of timber on his land by the Tioga 
eqgeeny is nonsense. 

admit that Baker, whose pariner 
manetie claims to have been,”’ said Mr. 
Underwood, “had a tract of land in Wis. 
consin adojining one controlled by tiie 
Tioge company, but that Was never in- 
vaded by our company.

' or stock carried. 

According to the statements of several of 

those summoned to appear before the 
board, which consists of Albert Arnstein, 
Cc. B. Burnham and Luther H. Conn, they 
will be called on to explain why they adi- 
vertise as they have and turn in satate- 
gents that are not in accordance with their 
published statements. 

‘In a number of instances,”’ said Mr. Clif- 
ford, “I find that there are some decided 
| discrepancies between statements that have 

: been for advertisement and the statements 
that were made for the purpose of taxation, 

and I shall endeavor to get at the bottom 
: of the matter. It is my purpose to collect 

' every cent in taxes that is coming to the 


ty. 

While a great many of the large con- 
cerns show gratifying increases over last 
year, there are some that make a smaller 
showing than appears on the surface to 
be warranted.”’

HEAVY TRACK MEANS 
DEFEAT OF GREAT HERMIS 


The probability, almost the vertainty, 
that the track at the Fair Grounds will 
be heavy tomorrow puts an entirely dif- 
ferent complexion on the prospects of 
the most prominent candidates in the 
World's Fair handicap.

Only one more day and the great rac- 
ing event of 1904 will be here. 

On Saturday afternoon, between 3 and 4 
o'clock, at the track of the St. Louis Fair 
Association, the World's Fair Handicap 
will be run before the largest crowd that 
ever assembled at a sporting event in St. 
Louis.

Hermis Favorite 
in Betting. 

Hermis wil be the betting favorite and 
all the experts are practically unanimous 
in the belief that the great son of Imp. 
Hermence will carry off first money in the 
World's Fair Handicap. Mr. Thomas’ 
champion shipped in great shape from New 
York. The horse was 28 hours on the road. 
having been shipped west by express in a 
special car. The car was padded and fixed 
up so that Hermis could roll and take his 
usual exercise. The horse showed no signs 
“f nervousness during the trip and reared 
up and acted as friskily as a colt when 
taken off the train Tuesday afternoon. 

He looks fit as a fiddle and will be pilot- 
ed in the big stake by Jockey Arthur Red- 
fern, who rode him to victory in the Sub- 
urban Handicap last Thursday. Redfern 
has come especially to pilot the great horse 
in the World's Fair Handicap.

The uncertain factor in the World's 
Fair Handicap is Gold’ Heels. the 
greatest horse of his year on the Ameri- 
can turf. Tom Hayes has been giving 
Gold Heels a special preparation for the 
World's Fair stake ever since last fall 
Gold Heels won the fastest Suburban han- 
dicap on record and was admittedly the 
greatest handicap horse of his day. He 
originally went wrong from striking one 
foot against the other in a race or “hit- 
ting himself,’ as a horseman would say. 

The horse worked some sensational trials 
at Nashville last spring and went well here 
until about three weeks ago when he 
pulled up lame and it was discovered that 
the horse was trying to bow in the off 
foreleg. Hayes let up the horse for 
two weeks and then comimenced to train 
him again. He worked a mile and an 
eighth Monday evening over a heavy track 
in 2:12% and pulled up sound. He may 
prove a factor in the race if it happens 
to be decided over a heavy or sloppy 
track. Few horse owners fancy his 
chances to any extent, howeven They 
have little confidence in the horse because 
of the fact that he has not been to the 
races in over two years. Gold Heels was 
at his best in 1802. He went wrong that 
fall and was bought by E. J. Arnold of 
“get-rich-quick” .fame. When Arnold's 
game collapsed Gold Heels was auctioned 
off for the benefit of his creditors. Hinde 
and Baker, well known Kentucky breed- 
ers, bought the horse for a song. Tom 
Hayes is training him on shares for them. 
If Gold Heels starts he will be ridden by 
D. Austin, the well-known colored jockey. 

Bernays will be ridden in the great race 


Rome Respess will give Cormack $5000 if 
he lands Bernays first in the big stake. 
Bernays is John W. Gates’ choice for the 
World's Fair handicap. Mr. Gates thinks 
80 well of Bernays’ chances that he ad- 
vised his friend and business associate 
John A. Drake not to ship Ort Welles or 
Savable west because of the fact that Ber- 
nays had the race already won. Ort 
Welles is the 3-year-old full brother of 
Dick Welles, the mile champion of 1903. 
Mr. Gates will be here himself to see the 
race, and has already booked a private box 
at the Fair Grounds for Saturday. 

Bernays is by Wadsworth-Modjeska and 
was named for Dr. Augustus C. Bernays. 
the well-known St. Louis surgeon. T. H. 
Stevens of the Walnut Hill stud bred Ber- 
nays, named him for Dr. Bernays and 
then sold the colt to Rome Respess for 
$5000. That was a lucky star for Stevens. 
Besides getting $5000 for Bernays he sold 
Wyeth to John A. Drake for $12,000 and 
Gallagher to Respess for $000. Bernays 
showed what a horse he was when he ran 
third in the American Derby of 1903, after 
getting off badly in a large field. With only 
100 pounds up Saturday he will take a 
world of beating in the World's 
Handicap. 

Rome Respess, the owner of Bernays, 
has a third interest in the Weller future 
book. Bernays has been practically held 
out in this book and Respess stands to win 
a fortune in bets if the horse can land the 
rich prize for him. 

Colonial Girl. one of the St. Louls favor- 
ites, belongs to Otto Stifel, the well-known 
North 8t. Louls brewer. Colonial Girl was 
bred by the late W. C. Whitney. Her sire, 
Imp. Meddier, and his sire, St. Gatien, are 
both in this umtry. Colonial Girl won 
the California of her year. She has 
improved steadily since then and some of 
her best races hove been this spring at 
Louisville and Chicago. Charlie Rowe has 
given Colonial Girl a special preparation 
for the stake and with the pull she has in 
the weights it will take a real good horse 
to beat her. 

Otto Stifel, her owner, has been 
staunch patron of the turf for the 
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good ones as Vortex, Wautuga, Pop Gray, 
Jim Head, Servitor and other famous run- 
ners of the early 90s. Stifel was then the 
largest better in the West. 

John W. Schorr’s Moharib is the most 
fancied 3-year-old in the West. This colt 
won the aKnsas City Derby and ran a 
slashing race in the American Derby at 
Washington Park last Saturday. He will 
be ridden in the World's Fair handicap by 
Jockey Aubuchon, who has piloted the 
colt in all his best races this season. 

Witful, the Hildrth candidate, won the 
Crescent City Derby of her year. She 
will have the advantage of being prepared 
for the race by the greatest turf mechanic 
in the West, namely, Sam C. Hildreth. 
Witful will also have a riding artist in 
the saddle, the presumption being that 
Grover Cleveland Fuller or Milton Henry 
will have the mount on her. Fuller rode 
Highball to victory in the ‘American 
Derby last Suturday. Henry was a star 
rider in France two years ago. 

E. R. Thomas, the owner of Hermis. is 
a son of the late Gen. Samuel Thomas of 
Ohio. E. R. Thomas paid $0,000 for Her- 
mis. The. son of Hermence is the highest- 
priced thoroughbred sold in this country 
since Charles Reed paid $100,000 for St. 
Blaise. Mr. Thomas will be here to see 
the race himself, having engaged a box for 
his party. Alex Shields will come West 
with him. Sambo, McGee, Old Stone and 
Judge Hines are not taken seriously as 
candidates for the big stake, except by 
their respective owners. Sambo is only 
a cheap selling plater. Judge Himes has 
one chance of being a factor, and that 
will be If the track happens to be heavy. 
He is a high-class horse in the mud, al- 
though his race last Saturday in the Club 
Members’ handicap was a decided disap- 
pointment to his admirers. 

MeGee started out this spring by running 
a splendid race in the Montgomery Handi- 
cap at Memphis, but his performances since 
then have been disappointing and the horse 
will hardly get anything Saturday. Old 
Stone lacks the class to beat horses of the 
kind that he will meet in this stake. 

The Fair Grounds track where the big 
race will be run has been the scene of some 
notable turf contests in past years. Miss 
Woodfurd won the $10,000 Eclipse stakes at 
this track in the early 8s from Volante 
and Alta. Freeland was to have started 
in the race, but was taken Nck and with- 
drawn at the last minute. 

Prince Lief won the $20,000 National Derby 
at the Fair Grounds in 1895 from Ben Brush. 
Ben Eder and other cracks in one of the 
fastest races on record. Clifford won the 
greatest Club Members’ Handicap on rec- 
ord at the Fair Grounds. 

Wadsworth won the first Club Members’ 
Handicap at the Fair Grounds from Aloha 
and other stars. Wadsworth is the sire of 
Bernays, favorite for the World's Fair 
Handicap. 

Mayor Rolla Wells was president of the 
Fair Association the year the first Club 
Members’ Handicap was run. Charles Maf- 
fitt, Charles Clark, Charles Green, L. M.

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DEATH- TRAP EXCURSION 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
It is stated that the upper deck of the Gen. Slocum was the 
last place of refuge for the frantic passengers, and that the 
collapse of this refuge, under the burden of the fleeing crowd, 


threw hundreds of them into the flames below. Here we have 
another incident similar to the one on the Wiggins ferry 
boat on the occasion of its trip to the navy ship in the beginning 
of May. I called attention in this paper at that time to the reck- 
less light construction of those top works of almost all American 
river steamers, and tried to direct the attention of the govern- 
ment inspectors to this point. The warning has apparently not 
gone very far. The American public pays little heed to its public 
safety, and ever and ever again goes up inio those death-traps, 
instead of raising its voice against the proprietors and builders 
of such dangerous crafts. We are informed that the government 
has ordered a searching investigation of the Gen. Slocum acci- 
dent. Will this investigation only be a mere post-mortem in- 
spection, or will it compel the inspection of all other river boats 
with top decks, and thus serve as a caution for future disasters 
of similar kind? All river vessels of any kind that serve for 
public traffic should henceforth be closely inspected, as well in 
regard of the sufficiency of their construction, as to their boats 
and salvage apparatus in general. Leniency by the inspectors in 
this matter means treason to the public. No wooden framework 
should ever be allowed in constructing upper decks of any kind 
on passenger boats.

Solidly erected on a foundation of biblical 
history is ‘““‘The Yoke,”’ by Elizabeth Mil- 
ler (Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis), one 
of the most ambitious and painstaking 
novels of the season.

}world. It Is sufficient that worn plots 
and dramatic motives be treated in a 
reasonably fresh spirit, and this is what 
Miss Miller has done in “The Yoke,”’ with 
literary skill above the average. Her book 
is one that may be read with sustained in- 
terest. its denouement not too certainly 
foreshadowed and its climax developed 
with due regard for a reader’s relish of in- 
creasing intensity in situation and incli- 
dent. 

Majestic figures cross the pages of ‘‘The 
Yoke,”’ the most impressive of which are 
those of Moses and Aaron, subtly per- 
mitted by the author, however, to be out- 
lined in shadow rather than in bold re- 
lief, and the vivid human contrast of the 
cppressed Israelites, God's chosen people, 
and the proud, tyrannical Egyptians, al- 
ready doomed to suffer for their arrogant 
sins, is finely made. Especially forceful 
is the author in creating a vital concep- 
tion of the position of the Hebrews in 
bondage, a noble race, sorely tried yet 
steadfast to creed and custom and haught- 
ily bending the neck to bitter subjugation. 
It is from the two conflicting races, the 
conqueror and the conquered, that the 
dramatis personae of “The Yoke’ are 
drawn, strong figures, eacn of whom plays 
a legitimate appointed part in the drama. 

Miss Miller is to be congratulated upon 
her achievement. She undertook an ardu- 
ous and dangerous task in writing an his- 
torical novel upon so august a theme as 
that presented by ‘“‘the days when the 
Lord redeemed the children of Israel from 
the bondage of Egypt.” She has demon- 
strated her worthiness to enter such a 
field. It is not perilous to predict that 
“The Yoke" is destined to a longer lease 
of life than that allotted to the average 
novel of these times of multitudinous and 
more or less made-while-you-wait histori- 
cal romances.
